To which Mr. Neville Chamberlain replied that 
he had called the matter to the attention of the 
Government at Ottawa. 

All which is excellent and encouraging 
news. It is to be hoped the British bond-hold- 
ers will keep on prodding their members, and 
the members stirring up the Ministers, and the 
latter forwarding their queries and demands to 
Ottawa. That is where action for the deflation 
of municipal debt charges will have to be taken, 
and the more pressure is brought to bear from 
any and every interested quarter the more 
likely this action will be taken at the present 
session of parliament. 

If the councils of Edmonton and other cities 
had courage enough to do something that would 
start their bond-holders also firing cablegrams 
and telegrams at Ottawa, parliament would 
soon be sensed with the necessity of taking 
action and taking it without further delay. 

When it is made clear to Ottawa that a large 
proportion of the larger cities are facing im- 
minent ankruptcy, bond-interest- rates will 
come down with a “bang” to a level having 
some practical relationship to the present value 
of money and present earnings of taxpayers.

WHEAT IN EUROPE 

If attention is confined to the European im- 
porting countries, where it has been possible 
for rational methods to be most widely spread, 
thanks to more favorable circurnstances and to

| Checking Incipient Hernia 
| By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Any swelling or lump appearing under the 
skin covering the abdonien should be exam- 
ined by a doctor. If he diagnoses this as rup- 
ture, it is wise for the patient to secure a sup- 
port to wear until the rupture has been cor- 
rected. If the hernia has not progressed too 
far, there is almost always a 
possibility of cure through 
developing the strength of 
the abdominal muscles and 
at the same time reducing 
internal pressure. 

In babies up to about 
three or four years of age 
a cure is usually possible if a 
support is used for at least a 
year, even though the ab- 
dominal muscles cannot 
readily be developed stronger 
A great deal of in-

than normal at these ages. 


ternal pressure can be relieved if the patient: 


will reduce his food supply and see that it con- 
sists of food combinations which do not readily 
produce flatulence, 

The proper type of truss should be worn to 
support the hernia so that no further break nor 
protrusion can develop. A lighter support can 
usually be used at night. I believe that the 
support using a soft pad is the kind preferable 
to use. 

If the rupture has been allowed to develop 
so that it extends into the inguinal canal or 
becomes strangulated, it may be necessary to 
resort to surgery immediately. 

The exercises which are of the greatest 
benefit are those taken while lying on the back 
on the floor with the hips elevated with a large 
pillow. By lifting the legs alternately and also 
| lifting the head, you will be able to feel the 
abdominal muscles as they contract and can 
readily see how special exercises will develop 
them. These exercises must be taken carefully 
at first, gradually increasing the exercises each 
day as the strength of the muscles permits. 

Other good exercises are those taken on a 
slanting board where the feet are elevated 
above the head. The board for this purpose 
should be about 2 feet wide and 6 feet long. 
When in use, one end of the board is placed on 
the side of the bed and the other end on the 
floor, with a pillow used on the lower end as 
padding where the head will rest. While in 
this position the abdominal organs, because 
of the law of gravity, will fall back into normal 
position, relieving crowding in the abdominal 
cavity. The patient is then to take special exer- 
| cises which will strengthen the muscles over 
the abdomen while the organs are in their right 
position. 

It is a good plan to use at least one enema 
} each day, taking not over one quart of warm 
water at a time. The rupture support must 
| be worn while the enema is being taken to pre- 
} vent undue strain on the ruptured area caused 
| temporarily by the distention of the intestine 
| with the water. 
| I also advise that the patient have his doctor 
| examine him from time to time to see how 
rapidly a cure is being effected.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1890 Toronto 
University was the scene of a 
disastrous fire. I recall the ex- 
citement among the Ontario mem- 


bers in the House of Commons 
and press gallery. The first news 
came mmmediately after the re-as- 
sembling of the House after din- 
ner and the telegraph offices were 
soon surrounded by eager en- 
quiries after the latest news. As 
the fire got worse all interest was 
lost in the proceedings of the 
House (it was a dull night any- 
way) and the corridor was dotted 
with little groups talking over the

young womanhood a generation 
knowing nothing of the signifi- 
cance of these things. They 
know nothing of the sacrifices 
made by those boys now sleeping 
in Flanders Fields. They did not 
experience the terrible nightmare 
of fear suffered by those who 
waited at home. When every 
knock on the door might mean 
that the worst had happened and 
in many cases did. 

Some might say it is just as 
well this is so. None would wish 
the younger generation to suffer 
in like manner, and so it is said: 
“Let it be forgotten; why rake it 
all up.” But therein lies a great 
danger. Only in the remem- 
brance and in the knowledge of 
the tragedy and the futility of the 
last great war can future peace 
be assured. Another war would 
bring a repetition of all the 
ghastly tragedy of 1914-1918—but 
this time the victims would be 
the lads of this new generation. 

For this and many other reas- 
ons Edmonton should erect a 
cenotaph. Few cities of the size 
of Edmonton—a capital city—have 
been so negligent in this respect, 

That there is a demand for it, 
I need only refer to the annual 
Remembrance Day service. Last 
year thousands of Edmonton cit- 
izens gathered to place flowers 
on a small cenotaph erected tem- 
porarily for the occasion. It was 
a solemn demonstration that the 
war dead are not forgotten. 

Without question, the time has 
arrived when a permanent ceno- 
taph should be erected without 
further delay. Widows, parents, 
relatives and friends of the war 
dead would welcome a permanent 
monument where they could 
place a floral remembrance on the 
anniversary of the death of a 
loved one. Many mothers and 
wives of these boys have them- 
selves passed on in the interval, 
and they were never able to per- 
form this act of devoted remem- 
brance, because there was no 
cenotaph, Had they been able to 
do so it would have eased to 
some extent the dull pain in 
their hearts. But it was denied 
them. The longer it is delayed, 
more and more bereaved ones will 
forever be denied facilities for 
the performance of this act of 
devotion and remembrance. 

Some years ago funds were 
accumulated for the purpose of 
erecting a cenotaph. For vari- 
ous Causes the matter was left in 
abeyance. This fund is still in 
existence. At the last meeting of 
the Red Chevron Club the matter 
was discussed, and it was felt 
that efforts should be made with- 
out further delay leading to the 
erection of a suitable cenotaph in 
Edmonton, May I urge this be 
done?

Recommendation of the salary 
and wage committee that salaries 
ef civic employes be reduced by 


amounts ranging from four to 16.7 
Percent. was endorsed by city 
council at an adjourned meeting, 
Wednesday night. The cuts will 
come into effect immediately. 

Commissioner David Mitchell 
estimated the saving effected by 
the reductions would total about 
$80,000, representing slightly over 
one mill on the tax rate. 


BONDS DISCONTINUED 

The system of paying part of the 
employes’ salaries with City of Ed- 
monton bonds will be digcontinued 
at once. 

Prior to the revised salary 
schedule being adopted by Council 
civic servants were receiving pay 
cuts ranging from four to ten per 
cent, Thus the new scale provides 
additional reductions from one to 
6.7 per cent, 

There will be no reductions in 
salaries up to $1,000, while other 
cuts in the scale follow: $1,001 to 
$1,200, four per cent.; $1,201 to $1,500 
nine per cent.; $1,501 to $1,800, 914 
per cent.; $1,801 to $2,100, 12 per 
cent.; $2,101 to $2,400, 1214 per cent.; 
$2,301 to $3,000, 13 percent.; $3,001 
and up, 15 per cent.

LITTLE DEBATE 


Very little debate took place 
over the salary reduction question. 

Ald. J. W. Fry, as a member of 
the special salary and wage com- 
mittee, said that when employees 
had been informed there was every 
possibility of the bond system be- 
ing discontinued there had been a 
changed attitude on their part and 
a stronger desire to co-operate with 
the city was shown, “If you agree 
to the discontinuance of the bonds 
you can well accept the salary 
schedule and feel assured you will 
get the co-operation of the em- 
ployees,” he said, 


The pay cuts, which would apply | 


throughout the entire civic service, 


represented a total saving of about | 


$80,000, or a little better than one 
mill, Commissioner Mitchell inform- 
ed council. 


NO ASSURANCE 

Mayor Jos. A. Clarke objected 
to the fact that so far council 
had received no assurance from 
the various civic boards “to 
whom we furnish the money,” 
that they would follow council's 
lead as far as salary reductions 
Were concerned. “One board 
representative went so far as 
to tell me that their salaries 
Were none of our business,” he 
declared. 

He felt no reductions should be 
made in the civic departments un- 
til the other boards had promised 
similar action.
